Admitting, as all thoughtful stu- 
dents of Canadian affairs must, that 
it is not only important but absolutely 
necessary in the interests of a united 
and progressive Canada that the gap 
between East and West should be 
bridged, not the geographical gap 
alone, but that more difficult chasm 
which has developed in the ecotromic 
and national viewpoints of the peo- 
ple of the East and the West—it be- 
comes the paramount national duty 
of statesmen, newspapers, leaders of 
thought in all walks of life, and the 
people generally, to endeavor to bring 
about a reapproachment between the 
two sections of the country.

It is of first importance that people 
both East and West should recognize 
the fact that neither*has a monopoly 
of all wisdom, that all are Canadians 
and desire to advance Canada’s in- 
terests and welfare, ‘that the people 
of both sections are ‘equally loyal to 
the Dominion and to its institutions 
and place in the British Empire, and 
that all-aspersions cast by one sec- 
tion on the leyalty and patriotism of 
the other should come to a sudden 

~ stop. 

As a necessary step to that end 
there must be a frank recognition of 
the fact that Canada is a country of 
diverse races and creeds; that these 
creeds are here to stay, and that it 
is humanly impossible, even were it 
desirable, to eradicate all nationalis- 
tic traits and characteristics. Conse- 
quently, the warfare which has gone 
on between English-speaking and 
French-speaking, and which has now 
developed into warfare between Eng- 
lish-speaking and all who speak any 
other language, must cease. By this 
we do not mean that Canadians 
should not aim at having every citi- 
zen of this country become proficient 
in the English language as the com- 
mon medium of communication of all, 
because, of course, in the interests of 
all this should be done, but it should 
not be done by coercive and harsh 
measures which only serve to antag- 
onize and divide instead of creating 
sympathy and union. Even more 
necessary, perhaps, is it that the creed 
warfare between Roman Catholic’ and 
Protestant should cease. In no other 
democratic country in the world is 
there such persistent wrangling and 
controversy over forms of religion as 
has disgraced Canada, and_ retarded 
its progress, for the past half cen- 
tury. : : 

As a preliminary to a better under- 
standing, it is essential that the peo- 
ple of all provinces shall be placed 


annual Grain Growers’ conventions in 
the West. Their official organ, “In- 
dustrial Canada,” instead of always 
presenting the view of manufacturers 
to manufacturers, might well serious- 
ly and honestly endeavor to inform 
them of the Western viewpoint. 
Frank round table conferences  be- 
tween the Canadian Manufacturers’ 
Association and the Canadian Council 
of Agriculture should take place per-

On the other hand, Western people 
must make a closer study of eco- 
nomics, world conditions, interna- 
tional relations and competition in 
trade, and must be on their guard 
not to\adopt an extreme attitude in 
their demands, and, in their effort to 
secure the removal of what they re- 
gard as injustices to themselves, in- 
sist on what would mean injustice to 
others,

Germany Will Sign 


Refusal of Peace Treaty Will Mean 
; Starvation 

New York. — German leaders may 
storm and threaten to refuse the peace 
treaty about to be offered to them, 
but when the time for signing comes 
they will affix their signatures, Os- 
wald Garrison Villard, editor of the 
Nation, predicted here, shortly after 
his return from a four months’ visit 
to France and Germany. 

Mr. Villard, who spent four weeks 
in Berlin and other cities of Ger- 
many, said that cabinet ministers, 
peace commissioners and others had 
told him that no treaty similar to the 
one proposed would be signed. 

He discounted their statements, 
however, asserting that when they 
faced the alternative of signing or 
“Seelng ten or twenty millions of 
Germans starved,” they would sign, 
just as they accepted the last exten- 
sion of the armistice after threaten- 
ing to refuse.

Sheep Industry in Western Canada | Appearances at Edmonton indicate 


Is Growing Apace 

The first sheep in Western Canada 
were large flocks on the range. Dur- 
ing the last few years, however, 
smaller flocks on fenced farms have 
begun to make their appearance, The 
growth of the industry in this man- 
ner has no doubt been assisted by the 
encouragement of the government in 
bringing about a practical system of 
grading the wool. The enormous pro- 
fits which farmers afe making with 
sheep has-also been an incentive to 
this industry: 

The following experience as related 
by a Saskatchewan farmer is by no 
means uncommon: In June, 1917, he 
purchased forty-one ewes at $15.00 
each and forty-eight lambs at $6.00 
each, the total initial cost being $950, 
including freight charges and expen- 
ses. 

Last year he sold wool to the value 
fof $350, and lambs .to the value of 
$574, which gives an income to the 
flock up to the end of December, 1918, 
of $924. He has 78 ewes left which 
he considers are easily worth $20 
each, or $1,560, so that his original 


investment of $950 has produced 
$2,484. 

The sheep industry in Western 
Canada is growing apace. Farmers 


have a few obstacles to overcome in 
starting the business, such as fencing 
their farms suitably, but such work 
as this .can be looked upon as a per- 
manent improvement and the adyan- 
tages are worth the initial expense. 
The results obtained are good divi- 
dénds on the original investment. It 
is estimated that this year Western 
Canada’s wool production will be 
more than four and a half million 
pounds,

Paris. — The Belgian delegation at 
the peace conference informed the 
correspondent that Belgium had not 
been officially requested by the coun- 
cil of four to bring the former Ger- 
man emperor to trial, and that the 
Belgian government would feeh oblig- 
ed to decline to take the steps even 
if there were any request for such 
action. 

Th Belgian delegates hold that any 
action should be taken by a commis- 
sion representing all the associated 
powers, The official Belgian view, it 
was said, is that the former emperor 
cannot be arraigned for declaring 
war or violating the neutraity of Bel- 
gium, or for any act preceding or co- 
incident withthe declaration of war. 

After pointing out that there is no 
tribunal ‘competent to hear such 
charges against the former emperor 
and no provision of international law 
the delegates 
said that Belgium expects that per- 
sons guilty of acts punishable under 
the criminal code of the’ belligerent 
powers should be placed on trial, as 
theft, murder and other crimes com- 
mitted during the war does not rfe- 
lieve the criminals of responsibility. 

“Tf the commission desires to ar- 
raign General Baron von Mantueffel 
for the sacking of Louvain, General 
yon Schroeder, for the murder of 
Captain Fryatt and General von Sau- 
berweig for the execution of Miss 
Edith Cavell, all the necessary docu- 
ments will be forthcoming,” said the 
general secretary of the delegation.

Holland Fears Bolshevism 


German Border Strengthened to Pre- 
vent Smuggling of Munitions 

The Hague. — The frontier guard 
along the German border has again 
had to be strengthened because of 
the efforts made by Bolshevists to 
smuggle arms and munitions to Hol- 
land, Ten Germans were arrested 
and twenty who were trying to come 
into the country were turned back. 
Every traveller who enters Holland 
is searched in Amsterdam, There is 
much interest in Amsterdam duc to 
the demobilized soldiers, who, with- 
out a recognized leader come togeth- 
er daily and parade through the 
principal streets, While the police 
are engaged in trying to disband 
them other disorderly crowds raid 
shops elsewhere. Jewelry valued at 
hundreds of thousands of dollars 
have been looted. In almost every 
case the windows are first smashed 
and then when the storekeeper runs 
out to see what is happening he is 
caught and held by the mob while 
his shop is robbed. Others hastily 
put up their shutters when they see 
bands of men and boys approaching. 


Anarchy in Munich 


Robbers are Looting Houses and 
Threatening Banks 

London.—Complete anarchy reigns 
in Munich, according to a Copenhag- 
en dispatch to the Exchange Tele- 
graph, All work has ceased, Trains 
are not running, and robbers are loot- 
ing houses and threatening the banks, 
the dispatch states. The first infan- 
try regiment is said to have joined 
the Sparticides. 

Copenhagen. — German  govern- 
ment troops have occupied the entire 
town of Madgeburg, according to a

is said that the Czechs have announ- 
ced that they will settle the frontier 
question by force of arms,

entered Polish territory at Lutyncia, 
where it clashed with a Polish force, 
several Poles being wounded,

— There will be another 
world war beginning in’ June, 1926, 
according to a writer in the British 
| Journal of Astrology. This prophet,
